. Section 59-C-9.31.(a}(4) of the Montgomery County Code states: “A permit must be
obtained from the Department of Permitting Services for each major event.”

. The Department of Permitting Services (DPS) currently performs the following functions
in processing applications for Equestrian Event Permits: DPS reviews applications for
completeness; inspects the property for compliance with the Couinty Code when neces-
sary; and investigates complaints. An Equestrian Event Permit is issued when both the
application and the property are in compliance with all applicable County Codes. The

fee for the Equestrian Event Permit will cover all resources required to adnumster and
enforce the permit.

The fee for the Equestrlan Permit will cover resources required to adn:umster and enforce
the permit.

The Department of Pernjitﬁng Services was established as a fee-supported enterprisé
within the Executive Branch of Montgomery County in 1996.
